President to 
address civil 
rights concerns

A beleaguered President Clinton -- 
challenged on the left by fellow 
Democrats who feel he has not gone far 
enough to promote civil rights and on the 
right by Republicans (and some 
Democrats) who believe he has done too 
much -- is expected to come out later this 
month with a major speech defining his 
views on affirmative action and civil rights. 

The speech will be made surrounding 
the release of his review of civil rights 
programs, which the president an- 
nounced with: great fanfare several 
months ago in the wake of a heightened 
controversy about civil rights programs, 

Alexis Herman, director of public 
lidison at the White House, said in an 
interview that President Clinton is plan- 
ning a series of speeches around the 
country regarding a number of themes. 
Affirmative action and civil rights issues 
will be woven through these speeches, 
Herman said, although there will be a 
major civil yi speech designed to in- 
troduce the President's views on the na- 
tional scene. 

The president already gave a major 
speech at Georgetown University, his 
alma mater, that gave a challenge to the 
public and to leaders to reach a common 
ground of civility on the issues confronting 
Americans. ; 

“Politics has become more and more 
fractured," Clinton argued, with debate 
being debased: “we communicate more 
and more with people in extreme rhetoric 
through mass mailings or sometimes 
semi-hysterical messages right before 
election on the telephone, or 30-second 
ads designed far more to inflame than 
inform." 

Clinton's solution to the corrosive politi- 
cal debate is a’movement toward lower 
voices in political debate, and "a certain 
amount of Common ground." 

"| do not believe that you can solve 
complex problems. ..if you have too much 
extremism of rhetoric and excessive par- 
tisanship," Clinton said. 

The president called on political 
leaders to "have more conversation and 
less combat;" offer alternatives rather 
than simply saying rejecting the other 
side's ideas; and seek long-term solu- 
tions 

The speech comes ata difficult time for 
the president. President Clinton is facing

Rev. Clarke said a member of his con- 
gregation alerted him before service 
Started that the camera crew was outside 
filming. When he went outside to inves- 
tigate, a Channel 10 reporter informed 
him that an Olde Towne representative 
summoned the news crew to the church. ° 
The pastor was incensed that the station 
didn't contact his church before deciding 
to interrupt Sunday services. 

“The disrespect they showed for the 
Black church yesterday shows volumes 
to me about Channel 10," Clark said 
during a phone interview on Monday, July 
10. "Other TV stations were called (by 
Olde Towne) and decided not to go with 
it. Channel 10 evidently saw a story in it. 
To do that on a Sunday was a siap in the 
face, not just to our church but to all 
African-American churches.” 

While Rev. Clarke is upset with the 
station's age, vee rage his main 
contention is with the Olde Towne East 
Neighborhood Association, which he 
characterizes as a group that is “a very 
small but vocal minority" opposed to the 
church's expansion plans. 

Rev. Clarke related that First Church 
has had a vested interest in the com- 
munity it is located in since 1960, when 
the church first opened. He said First 
Church acquired property near its main 
structure several years ago with plans of 


building additional parking for its quickly 
growing congregation 

“Having been shareholders in this 
community for decades, this church has 
witnessed the decay, neglect and now 
the gentrification of our neighborhood; 
and yet we have not run but chosen to 
Stay, be involved and make a difference," 
Rev. Clarke wrote in a letter concerning 
the conflict that he sent to City Council. 

The vacant houses the churches plan 
to raze to make way for the parking lot 
will in no way anes the community, 
Rev, Clarke said. "The houses (Olde 
Towne members) are fighting us on now 


are in no way historical," he said. "No one 
has lived in them for years. We did not 
displace anybody. e did not evict 
anybody.” 

“I cannot help but wonder, what with 
all the clamor and noise and the great 
concetn over historical preservation, 
where were these persons.in the ‘60s and 
‘70s, when this neighborhood was 
neglected and left decimated by crime, 
drugs,” and other problems, Rev. Clarke 
stated in the City Council letter.

Trial by jury requested by 
alleged assailant Aug. 21

Mary Robinson has finally made some 
progress in getting justice done for her 
granddaughter, After nearly a month of 
getting the run around from the Franklin 
Township Police Department and the 
local media, a trial by jury in her case 
against the McGlothins has been 
scheduled for Aug. 21 in Franklin County 
Municipal Court. For a misdemeanor 
charge, John McGlothin stands to face a 
six-month jail term and/or a $1,000 fine. 

Robinson claims that her 
granddaughter Mary Griffin, 8, was 


struck and called a ‘nigger’ by the 
McGlothin's daughter on Saturday, June 
10 at 336 Jamestown Court in Franklin 
Township. When Griffin hit the girl back, 
she left and came back with her mother, 
Stacy, who grabbed Griffin and began 
beating up on her, said Robinson. 
According to Robinson, Stacy 
McGlothin’s husband John also got in- 
volved in the scuffle and struck Griffin in 
the back with a loaded handgun. Mc- 
Glothin was waving his gun around and 
threatened them by saying "I'm gonna kill 
all you niggers,” said Robinson. One of

For as she attempted to have 
her case heard in the media, 
Robinson found apparently little in- 
terest in her story.

In general, the process for news 
coverage “depends on who picks 
up the phone," Dughi said. When 
@ person calls in to the station and 
asks for the news desk, any staff 
member on duty may take the call, 
Dughi said. That person is sup- 
posed to get the pertinent informa- 
tion, and then send the story to the 
assignment desk, where a “base- 
level" decision is made about 
coverage. 

While coverage of a particular 
story often depends on the news 
decisions of the particular direc- 
tors, “some stories we cover 


Clinton has been caught be- 
tween Jackson's concern about 
retreat on civil rights and the in- 
creasing focus of whites on civil 
rights. But Herman denied that the 
president as walking a tightrope 
between calming the fears of 
Blacks and appeasing the nation’s 
“angry white males," who have 
been the focus of the debate on 
affirmative action. 

The president is “very conscious 
of the mood of the country, and 
what's going on with voters who are 
angry," Herman said. At the same 
time, she believed that the anger 
against affirmative action reflects a 
changingnational climate.

Voters, Herman 
said, are "caught up in the rhetoric" 
of demagogues who “used (affirm- 
ative action) as a wedge issue to 
inflame, rather than to inform." 

While Republicans in the House 
and Senate are talking about the 
possibility of legislation to eliminate 
federal affirmative action 
programs, the president will not be 
on the sidelines of the debate. 

“Quite to the contrary, the presi- 
dent believes very strongly that it is 
only through exercising leadership

falker was the beloved husband of 
ladys E,.

Col. Walker was born in Rus- 
aliville, Ala., the only child of 
amuel and Virginia B. Walker. His 
arly, education was in Cincinnati, 
hio, where he graduated from Cin- 
nnati Woodward High School. 
ollowing high school, he matricu- 
ted at Wilberforce University in 
hio and The Ohio State University 
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where he received a B.S. degree in 
chemistry. 

While at Ohio State he became 
an active member of the Ohio’Na- 
tional Guard. After World War II 
started he was activated, where he

served as an officer with the great 
372nd Regiment of the 93rd 
Division. During the war, he distin- 
guished himself while serving in the 
Pacific Theater.

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After World War li, Col. Walker 
served with the occupation forces in 
Japan following which he was 
called to active duty in Korea where 
he served with the Second Infantry 
Division. It was this unit that he was 
captured by the Chinese and sub- 
sequently served for three years as 
@ prisoner of war. He remained in 
the Army until 1960 when he retired. 

Funeral services were held at 
Fort Myer Chapel, Arlington Nation- 
al Cemetery on Monday, July 3. The 
service was attended by national 
dignitaries, friends and family. The 
Honor Guard Marching Band stood 
at attention to greet mourners. 
Cadets ushered in family members. 

Honor guards brought in the cof- 
fin using strict, precise military 
steps. The organist was a military 
officer who furnished the music 
throughout the service. Col. Walker 
was eulogized by his only son, the 
Rev. Dr. John S. Walker. 

After the service in the chapel, 
the coffin was placed on a horse- 
drawn carriage. Cars followed the 
carriage which was flanked by two 
horsemen and foot soldiers on each 
side. The three-mile procession 
was slow and solemn. The only 


sound that could be heard was the 
horses’ hooves. All that can be seen 
for miles around in Arlington Nation- 
al Cemetery, which is awesome in 
size, is white gravestones. 


Military personne! stressed how 
Col. Walker excelled as a young 
Black officer and how much he 
loved the service, as well as his 
compassion for the men serving 
under him. "Taps" was played as a 
military salute was performed. 


The family was seated after the 
casket was placed in position. The 
Honor Guards presented the 
American flag, which had been 
draped over the coffin, to Rev. 
Walker. The chaplain closed the 
service with a Bible verse and con- 
dolences to the mourners. The 
family plans to return after the 
gravestone is erected, which will 
take about a month. 


Col. Walker leaves to mourn his 
wife, three children (Williams, Rev. 
Walker and Dolores F. Woods), 10 
grandchildren and a host of other 
relatives and friends.

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Another sad day 


Another sad day for Blacks in the history of our 
nation occurred last Monday as the United States 
Supreme Court rendered one more in a string of devas- 
tating decisions that undermine the mechanisms 
created by Congress over the last 30 years to remedy 
the injustices of racial discrimination. In this decision, 
the high court ruled that-a Georgia-redistricting plan 
which resulted in Black Democrats gaining congres- 
sional seats was unconstitutional. -- 

The Georgia plan, and similar plans throughout the 
nation was struck down based on the premise that the 
plan violates some white voter's equal protection rights 
But we ask, what about the rights of the millions of 
Blacks, especially in states like Georgia that have been 
trampled on for centuries? 


Just when the Congressional Black Caucus, with 
almost forty members, had achieved the type of num- 
bers that it had sought to obtain in the House of 
Representatives since its inception, the Supreme Court 

“is now saying, in essence, that there are too many 
Blacks in Congress, at least trom Georgia. 

When Chief Justice Rehnquist-and Justices Ken- 
nedy, O'Connor and Scalia were nominated to the 
nation's highest court we knew what to expect. But 
perhaps the highest disappointment comes from Jus- 
tice Clarence Thomas, a Black man siding once again, 
with these foes of anything that has the potential of 
helping Blacks to escape second class citizenship. 
Another Sad day indeed 


Trouble for cities 


Our nation's cities of which many of the largest are 
heavily populated by Blacks, could face big trouble if 
the Republicans in Congress have their way. The 
Community Development Block Grant Program is 
being threatened with a 28 percent decrease in the 
1996 Federal budget. 

The ramifications for such cuts, if implemented, are, 
as usual, most serious for Blacks and other minorities 
who rely on city services and programs that are largely 
funded by block grants at a relatively modest cost of 

- $4.5 billion, the program is worth several times that 


amount in terms of the reduction in human suffering and" 


improvement in the quality of life that it provides 


Some Republicans are proposing that large 
programs, like welfare, be operated on the same prin- 
ciples as ‘the Community Development Block Grant 
Program. We disagree, because there should be 
federal oversight to insure that individual states do not 
impose unfair regulations or restrictions upon 
recipients, and to guarantee a minimum degree of 
coverage. 

Nonetheless, the existing Block Grant Program, 
designed to allow cities to use their discretion in allocat- 
ing funds to improve the quality of life has been suc- 
cessful, and should be continued at the very least. 


The President and Rev. Jackson 


Every four years now, we begin to hear rumblings 
from the Jackson camp about a possible run for the 
presidency. This year is no different, but we urge Rev. 
Jackson to look closely at the long-term damage that a 
run, either as a Democrat or as an independent, could 
have on Black Americans 

In 1984, and again in 1988, Rev. Jackson made 
history as the first Black person to mount a major 
campaign for the nation’s highest office. He became a 
source of pride for Blacks, other minorities and the poor 
- people whom he collectively called “the locked out 
and oppressed," 

However, in 1984 and 1988, there were two major 
differences in the political landscape. First, the House 
of Representatives was dominated by more liberal and 
le-qaly pro-Black thinking, and the Supreme Court had 
not yet become "packed" with right-wing ideologies. 

Now, the stakes are considerably higher. People 
arguably vote their interests, and in 1992, President 
Clinton received 89 percent of the Black vote, and the 
presidency. Then in 1994, Black voters stayed home, 
and a conservative tide swept through both Houses of 


Congress, led by the “angry white men”, who voted 
their own self interests. 

Rev. Jackson and other Black leaders are miffed 
over the President's "review" of affirmative action 
policies and his silence as Congress and the Supreme 
Court “turn back the clock" on Black America. Yet, they 
should be cautious of the even more negative results 
that could result from a Jackson candidacy. A run for 
the Democratic Aomination could result in damage to 
the President in the Black community that he might not 
be able to overcome next November. An independent 
candidacy could pave the way for a Phil Gramm should 
he win the Republican nomination. 

While we are confident that no one is better suited 
to take the concerns of Black Americans to the Presi- 
dent, we hope that Re, Jackson will explore all of the 
possible results of a run prior to his meeting with him 
next week. The President is a decent man, who is 
grappling with the most mean spirited group to ever 
walk the halls of Congress, yet, he can still do a lot to 
benefit Black Americans if he is not threatened, 
alienated or made to feel that his efforts on our behalf 
are in vain: 


The voucher experiment 


In the $33.5 billion biennial budget, recently signed 
by Gov. Voinovich, there is the budget's usual blend of 
necessary programs and political deals. 

But there is one measure in the bill which could 
provide either hope or intensified disaster for 
thousands of poor school children: the experimental 
voucher program for Cleveland public schools. 

For years, Black families in Cleveland have been 
complaining about the Cleveland schools. They have 
argued that the school system has been riddled with 
inefficiency and larded with politics, and that the 
children needed a better deal. 

And there are folks who have clearly done some- 
thing about it. Cleveland city councilperson Fannie 
Lewis has worked very hard to force change within the 
school system, and has established an alternative to 
the public schools. 

Gov. Voinovich certainty was aware of that concern. 
And he has effectively sed that concern -- and energy 
-- to promote his own pet program: the voucher experi- 
ment. 


—Ttis lear, In the short term, that the voucher plan will: 


not benefit the Cleveland public schools. If the legisia- 
ture were truly concerned about the education of poor 
children in the urban schoo! districts, it could have 
added an additional $5.25 million to the budget to 
promote the voucher plan, Since the state was sitting 
on an $800 million surplus, the additional $5.25 million 
would have hardly made a dent. 

: But In a measure which cannot help but be a slap to 
the Cleveland schools, the legislature decided to take 
$5.25 million in funding for the program from the 
Cleveland public schools’ disadvantaged pupil impact 
aid resources -- a ram that provides funding for 
the poorest children in Cleveland public schools. 


And only half of the children enrolled in this voucher 

program will be from the Cleveland Public Schools. 
he other half will be children already enrolled in the 

private schools. In short, the state will be paying 
Support for children who might not even be poor, that 
are already enrolled in private schools, out of money 
destined for the poorest children in Cleveland. 2 

Under the circumstances, we are concerned about 
the manner in which this program has developed. We 
wonder whether this will be a multi-million-dollar benefit 
to children -- and their parents -- who are not so poor. 
And we wonder whether the extension of vouchers will, 
overall, be beneficial to inner-city children. We are 
concerned that the state will be turning funds over to 
institutions which have selective enroliment policies, 
and which might result in resegregation of the public 
schools, as increasing numbers of whites flee public 
School systems, fueled by state-granted vouchers. 

At the same time, we recognize that there is a strong 
-- and nationwide --concem about the quality of educa- 
tion-that inner-city children receive, and the appropriate” 
Strategies for improving the schools bureaacracies that 
operate the schools. In this effort, Lewis has enlisted 
the support of Wisconsin state sénator Polly Williams, 
who was instrumental in passing a measure estab- 
lishing @ voucher program for some inner-city Mil- 
waukee children. 
The school voucher experiment contained in the 
budget offers hope to many Cleveland schoo! children 
-- and questions for many others. We can only 
that the plans of the theorists will be true -- that the 
voucher experiment will spur the kind of innovation and 
improvement that competition often brings. If it does, 
then all children can ultimately be the winners.

Racial nostalgia 


In an otherwise-moderate column ih the Cleveland 
Plain Dealer, Dick Feagler, that newspaper's resident 
curmudgeon, expressed a notion that was amazing 

The column was in opposition to the House's vote 
in behalf of a constitutional amendment banning flag- 
burning. Inthe column, Feagler said he wondered how 
our Founding Fathers would have viewed a number of 
different phenomena -- including congressional dis- 
tricts based on race. 

The line, of course, reflected one of two things. 
There is either an extraordinary ignorance on the part 
of Feagler about his own history. After all, the Found- 
ing Fathers were-the ones who institutionalized race 
into the Constitution. Blacks existed . 
in the Constitution expressly for con- 
gressional districts -- not in order to 
vote, but in order to assign voting 
stréngth to the states, Blacks were, 
after all, considered "three-fifths of a 
person for purposes of repre- 
sentation.” 

One can assume that Feagler is 
Not completely ignorant on his own 
nation’s history. Having often belit- 
tled the education that school 
children are receiving today, he 
would have to be aware of that bit of history just so he 
could not be accused of hypocrisy. 

Then, if Feagler cannot be accused of total ig- 
norance, why would he make such a statement? 

| believe it is illustrative of a greater concern than 
either ignorance or overt racism in the nation's dis- 
course about race -- racial nostalgia. 

“Racial nostalgia" ls acommon affliction these days. 
itis the pining that a rune of political commentators 
-- invariably on the right -Liake when they recall some 
glorious, pre-affirmative-action history before the 
remedies of discrimination became the discussion of 
debate 

You see racial nostalgia everywhere. Also in the 
Plain Dealer, a recent column by George Will pined for 
the days before “multicultural education" -- the time 
when Indians were bad; white folks were good, and 
America had never made a mistake. 

Even the Supreme Court's: recent decision on the 
creation of "majority-minority" congressional districts 
reflects racial nostalgia: it says that the threat to the 
nation's racial harmony is the creation of congressional 
districts which have a majority of minorities, remem- 
bering its own recent decision, in the Shaw v. Reno 
case, which said that the creation of congressional 
districts-in which Blacks are a majority is tantamount 
the creation of "political apartheid" inthe nation's polity. 

Rattal nostalgia Goes not claim to be racist. Itis not 
a call to state-enforced segregation; it is not ademand 
for a retreat to “white-only" waterfountains or even to 
Officially-segregated schools. 

Indeed, the proponents of racial nostalgia often use 
the language of Dr. King -- that men should be judged 
“not by the color of their skin but the content of their 
character -- to promote as the joey of the past what 
King envisioned as the hope of the future. 

Proponents of racial nostalgia seek a return to what 
they perceive as this racial Eden in America -- before 
districts were explicitly drawn on the basis of race; 
before minority set-aside programs were created; 
before goals and timetables were established for the 
hiring of minorities. 

The racial nostalgists see America as this perfect 
Edgn as being contaminated by the evil serpent of 
racial bureaucrats and civil rights leadefs and college

What has happened, after 
all, is not that race has suddenly come to the forefront 
of American life; Blacks have confronted racial barriers 
in the forefront of their lives for almost 400 years. {tis 
now that the change in the nation’s racial paradigm -- 
which forces some sort of accounting for race, and thus 


racial inclusion -- has made whites uncomfortable, and 
thus longing for a past in which they did not have to 
contront the challenges of race

After all, there has never been a racial Eden in 
America. Racisnt has been the worm in the American 
apple ever since the nation began. Blacks, after all, 
did not invent this nation's racial fixation: whites were’ 
the ones who created the racial distinctions in the first 
place, and institutionalized those distinctions. And, 
having now bitten that wormy apple, none of us can 
return to a state of innocence. 

There is a powerful racial history in this nation, like 
it or not. 

While the Supreme Court -- and Dick Feagler -- 
argue that the inclusion of race somehow cheapens 
the political process; the politicians’ dirty little secret is 
that the racial composition of districts has always been 
a consideration of politicians, both Democratic and 
Republican. The software which politicians use to 
draw districts has the racial composition on it; they all 
expect to continue to figure race into the political 
equations that,go into drawing districts. The only 
difference has been that the racial equation which was 
once used to protect incumbent white politicians 
(usually Democrats) is now being used to increase the 
number of Black politicians (often Democrats): 

The schoolbooks did write about Blacks; despite 
what the racial nostaigists say. And multiculturalism is, 
in my mind, better than the words that the noted 
historian Henry Steele Commager wrote in the 
American history textbook | used in school: that 
Reconstruction “proved an unfair test of the Negro's 
capacity for self-government.” 

Minority set-asides are not a perfect solution: but 
they are better than the racial history, in which Blacks 
have often been locked out of purchasing oppor- 
tunities. . 

Goals and timetables for the hiring of minorities may 
be unseemly to the racial nostaigists; but they are 
certainly better than the previous system, in which 
Blacks were often blatantly excluded from union hiring 
halls and other businesses, 

If the nostalgists are honest, they will admit that 
what they really want is a return to the days when their 
racial privilege didn't cost them anything, Butwhat was 
their Edenic past was the Black man's nightmare. It's 
one past that |, for one, am not so nostalgic about.

Based on the population growth 
in Georgia, the state was due to 
receive an additional congressional 
seat. The Bush civil rights division 
said -- in Georgia and in other states 
of the south -- that additional seats 
with Black majorities would have to 
be created.in order to meet the re- 
quirements of the Voting Rights Act. 

That action resulted in an in- 
crease in the total number of Blacks 
in the House of Representatives 
rising from 26 to 39 -- with most of 
that growth rising out of the election 
of Blacks in the old south. Florida, 
North Carolina, and Louisiana all 
saw the election of the first Blacks 
to represent their state since 
Reconstruction. 

But the Supreme Court said that 
this reading of the Voting Rights Act 
was wrong. Writing for the court 
majority, Justice Anthony Kennedy 
said that it was impermissible to 


assign voters to legislative districts 
on the basis of race -- evento com- 
ply with the terms of the Voting 
Rights Act a 

"(C)ompliance with. Federal an- 
tfdiscrimination laws cannot justify 
race-based districting where the 
challenged district was not 
reasonably necessary under a con- 
Stitutional reading and application 
of those laws,” Kennedy said of the 
Georgia plan. “The congressional 
plan challenged here was not re- 
quired by the Voting Rights Act 
under a correct reading~of the 
Statute." 

Kennedy said that addressing 
the race of voters in districting is a 
throwback to racial stereotyping 
"When the State assigns voters on 
the basis of race, it engages in the 
offensive and demeaning assump- 
tion that voters of a particular race, 
because of their race, think alike, 
share the same political interests at 
the polls," Kennedy wrote. Tae

Ohio Cong. Louis Stokes -- the 
state's Only Black congressperson 
- compared the ruling to another 
Supreme Court ruling that day 
which allowed the Ku Klux Klan to 
put a cross on the grounds of the 
Ohio Statehouse 

“It saddens me to seen on the 
same day the court can uphold the 
right of a race-hating group such as 
the Klan to burn a cross, symboliz- 
ing their racial and ethnic hatred 
that it cannot stretch the Constitu- 


tion enough to bring equality in the 
voting arena to African-Americans,” 
Stokes said 

The sweep of the ruling could be 
very broad: the court's majority said 
that any use of race in any redistrict- 
ing process could be suspect. It ts 
for that reason that even civil rights 
supporters in Ohio believe the 
ruling could be grounds for the court 
to uphold a recent federal court 
panel's decision that Ohio's 1991

Hyman’s death draws little attention from white media

Jazz and R&B singer Phyllis Hyman 
died on Friday, June 30, the last day of 
fhe month. Readers of the Columbus 
Dispatch didn't know that until the fourth 
of July, four days later 

Hyman, 45, a legal secretary who 
turned to singing, was found by an assis- 
tant dead in her New York City apartment 
She had apparently committed suicide 
Police discovered pills and a note near 
the body. At the time of this writingan 
aulopsy had not determined the exact 
cause of death, nor were the contents of 
the note revealed 

Those are the facts. That's what we 
know at this time. WHY the beautiful and 
talented songstress chose to end her life 
is a mystery. In days to come the clouds 
of confusion that hang over Hyman's 
demise will gradually part. Perhaps, her 
passing will enable African-Americans to 
better grasp the fact that suicide plaques 
us too. It isn’t always just self-indulgent, 
drug-addict white rock stars, bored with 
a soft life of too much money,and too little 
imagination that decide to end it all 

What is not in doubt is the death of 
Phyllis Hyman is a textbook example of 
media insensitivity. On the weekend of 
Hyman’s death, gravely-voiced disc jock- 
ey Wolfman Jack and actor Gale Gordon, 
best known as Mr. Mooney on “The Lucy 
Show," passed away as well, The Dis-

Patch noted Wolfman Jack's death on 
the following day. Gordon's biography 
and photo appeared two days later in 
"Ohio's Greatest Home Newspaper." 
Apparently, Hyman lacked the 
celebrity status of Gordon and the 
Wolfman* Four days after her death 
Hyman got her props from the Dispatch 
With all modesty, I'd lie to think that some- 
one other than myself called the Dis- 
Patch to complain of the lack of attention 
Trying to get any information of 
Hyman’s death from the national 
television news was equally frustrating 


Even CNN dropped the ball. The day 
after Hyman’s untimely end, a blonde 
anchorwoman failed to read Hyman’'s 
obituary though a photo of the late 
songstress was imposed on the screen 
behind hes 

Phyllis Hyman never achieved the su- 
perstar crossover success and the ac- 
companying media attention of a 
Whitney Houston or Anita Baker. WE 
knew who she was. She had the voice to 
challenge the Whitneys and Anitas, but 
not the fame. In life she had slipped 
through the cracks of pop culture, Noth- 
ing changed about that in death 

Remember when grunge rock super- 
star Kurt Cobain chose to end it all via a 
shotgun jammed down his throat? 
Newsweek slapped his melancholy mug 
on the cover. Andy Rooney, the resident 
grump of "60 Minutes,” heaped scorn 
upon Cobain and his fans as whiners who 
had no idea what tough times really were 
Some of Cobain's more fanatical fol- 
lowers went so far as to kill themselves 
in some ghoulish final act of hero wor- 
ship 

There may not be any disrespect in- 
tended by the Dispatch in the lateness 
in which they reported Hyman’s death. It 
doesn't take a complete cynic to consider 
their tardiness as simply not considering 
her important enough to note, She wasn't 
yakking on talk shows. She didn't walk 
around in public with her underwear on 


her head. She didn't marry a famous 
athlete or politician, She kept her private 
life exactly that -- private, She was every 
inch the sophisticated lady she 
presented herself td be in public 
Whatever Hyman was like outside of the 
spotlight was her business 

In a@-bit of unintended jrony, on the 
page following the brief notice of 
Hyman's death, the Dispatch featured 
an article entitled, "INFLUENCE OF 
BLACK MUSIC, APPARENT, BUT AP- 
PRECIATION FOR IT ISN'T." 

What we can learn from this sorrowful 
episode, is there IS a critical difference in 
what Blacks and whites consider 
newsworthy. The omission of Hyman 
from the obituaries’ of several national 
newspapers (the Sunday New York 
Times briefly listed Hyman, the Chicago 
Tribune did not) aptly illustrates that 
Black celebrities have to do something 
grand or notorious to draw the attention 
of the white media. 

To paraphrase Ice Cube in the film 
“Boyz 'N the Hood," the mainstream 
white press often "don't know, don't show 
or don't care” what happens in the Black 
community, It can be only hoped that 
when all the details of Phyllis Hyman’s 
last days come to light some editor 
decides it worthy of greater notice than 
her demise. ' 

But don't be surprised if you read it 
here first

Gov. George V. Voinovich 
recently. presented annual and 
quarterly innovation Ohio Awards to 
state employees whose sugges- 
tions have saved the state $1.1 mil- 
lion. Among those honored Were 
Mike'Lang, Ohio Department of 
Transportation (ODOT); Jack 
Young. Ohio Department of 
Rehabilitation and Correction 
(ODRC); and James Coffey, also of 
ODRC. Honored as Suggesters of 
the Year for 1994, their cost-saving 
suggestions saved the state close 
to $500,000. Lang and Young both 
received a $5,000 cash award. Cof- 
fey received a $10,000 cash award 

“lL commend these employees for 
their initiative, creativity and com- 
mitment to thetaxpayers of Ohio," 
said Voinovick. "They are a wonder- 
ful example oftwhat is happening 
throughout state government today 
-- employees, both individually and 
as teams, applying their knowledge 
and skills to develop better ways to 
provide services to the public." 

Also honored at the afternoon 
ceremony were three Suggestion 
Award Teams of the Year for 1994

Ruegsegger was formerly with 
ODNR and is now employed by 
ODOT. Team members received

ODOT, ODRC and the Public 
Utilities Commission were honored 
as State Agencies of the Year for 
1994 for their outstanding participa- 
tion in the Innovation Ohio Pro- 
gram. Suggestion submitted by the 
1994 Annual Award winners collec- 
tively saved the state $636,000 in 
their first year of implementation 

Fifty-one quarterly’ suggestion 
award winners were also honored 
Their suggestions collectively 
saved the state $471,842 in their 
first year of implementation 

“This is the first annual awards 
presentation for the Innovation 
Ohio Program," said James Con- 
rad, director of ODAS. “I! am proud 
to say that participation in the pro- 
gram has increased 800 percent 
over last year, thanks to both the 
employees who have submitted 
suggestions, and the agency coor- 
dinators and directors that have 
provided ‘their support to the pro- 


gram. More participation means 
more efficiency and more cost 
savings." 

Innovation Ohio is the state's 
employee suggestion award pro- 
gram, run by the Ohio Department 
of Administrative Services (ODAS). 
The program rewar state 
employees who develop, ideas to 
save money or improve sérvice. Ip- 
novation Ohio utilizes the Quality 
Services, Through Partnership 
(QSTP)' initiative, the state's 
equivalent to total quality manage- 
ment. OTSP emphasizes quality 
service and a team approach to 
problem solving. 

Innovation Ohio was created in 
order to encourage employees to 
form teams, thus increasing both 
the number and quality of sugges- 
tions. Employees whose ideas are 
adopted are rewarded with non- 
monetary awards such as Ohio 
state park vacations anc items from 
a catalog of Ohio-made products, 
or, when savings are significant and 
demonstrable, with cash 

In January 1994, Innovation 
Ohio replaced the former State 
Employee Suggestion Award Pro- 
gram, which was created in 1972. 
Innovation Ohio has provided the 
state with a savings of over $1.8 
million dollars since its inception. In

Stewart has been compelled to 
share her story with others.

COSI unveils design of ‘world-class’ facility

The Central High School site, lo- 
cated just across the west bank of 
the Scioto River from downtown 
has been unused -- except for the 
lll-fated "Son of Heaven" exhibition 
several years ago -- since 1981 
But if the board of Ohio's Center of 
Science and Industry has its way, a 
gleaming artifact linking the 19th 
and the 21st centuries will rise from 
the dust of the unused facility 

In about three years -- and after 
$121 million -- the site of the long- 
closed Central High School will be 
turned into a 21st-century interac- 
tive museum of science, according 
to the plans uffeiled at a press 
conference Friday, Jwly 7 


Paula Spence, co-chair of the 
construction committee of Ohio's 
Center of Science and Industry, 
called the project “a reinvention of 
science to mest the 21st century 
needs of our children." The project, 
Spence said, will put COSI "in a 
league of its own" in the world of 
science museums 

Spence unveiled a futuristic 
design, which builds around the ex 
isting Central High School building 
to incorporate a totally new design, 
as “one of the most important con- 
tributions to world architecture" in 
recent years. 

The lead architect, Arata lsozaki 
of Japan, said that the design would 
link the 19th and the 21st-centuries 
thematically.

The new digs of COS! will house 
an expanded vision of science 
education

The unveiling continues a plan 
which has emerged over the past 
five years. In 1990, COS! began 
planning for a potential move to the 
Central High School site. The 
move has been necessitated, COS! 
Officials have said, because the cur- 
rent facility, which is leased from the 
Franklin County Commissioners, is 
too small to contain the exhibits and 
guests the 31-year-old science 
museum has begun to attract. 

The new facility will have ap- 
proximately 300,000 square feet -- 
double the existing site. It will also 
have expanded parking facilities. 
The state has agreed to give $50 
million toward the $121 million cost 
of construction‘of the facility, with a 
significant portion of the cost to be 
raised by private funds,

terror 


Bositis admitted that there has 
"been a ton" of sound and fury 
about race in the current political 
environment -- much of it inspired 
by Republican politicians using 
face as a wedge issue, and fed by 
a hostile economic environment 
that has caught Blacks and whites 
in its-web. But Bositis believes 
that. while the use of race by many 
white Republican politicians is 
“contemptible”, it does not reflect a 
widespread hostility to Black inter- 
ests -- or even a perception that 
opposition to affirmative action is 
the hot-button issue that its 
proponents believe itis. “It's notas 
straightforward and predictable as 
it's made to seem,” Bosilis said 


“tt (affirmative action) is such a 
dominant (issue), why didn't the 
Contract with America say some- 


and thus would have met one of 
the tests that the contract's 
provisions met when they were 
being researched: that they were 
supported by a wide majority of 
Americans 


But Bositis believes that, while 
white voters have solid views on 
race, those views are not top 
Priority voting issues 


Even though white public 
opinion is 3-1 against (affirmative 
action), it's a latent voting issue,” 
Bositis believes. “There is no 
evidence thus far that people will 
vote on the basis of affirmative ac- 
tion,” 

Bositis also believes that the 
leadership of the Republican Party 
-- which has been benefitting from 
the affirmative action igsue -- is not 
uniformly antagonistic % Blacks. 


“Newt Gingrich is not Jesse 
Helms," Bositis said of the House 
Speaker, who has emerged as the 
most powerful Republican in the 
capital. “Jesse Helms is an un- 
reconstructed racist who has not 
changed. But that’s not who Newt 
Gingrich is.“ "Bositis noted that 
Gingrich has worked hard to help 
bail out the District of Columbia 
and has met with Black media to 
discuss his views
